Here is a young man who was born in an obscure un ® 
lage, the child of a peasant woman. He grew up in anoth- 
er village. He worked in a carpenter shop until He was 30, 
and then for three years He was an itinerant preacher. 
He never wrote a book. He never held an office. He never 
owned a home. He never had a family. He never went to 
college. He never put His foot inside a big city. He never 
traveled 200 miles from the place where He was born. He 
never did one of the things that usually accompany great- 
ness. He had no credentials but Himself. 


While He was still a young man, the tide of public 
opinion turned against Him. His friends ran away. He was 
turned over to His enemies. He went through the mockery 
of a trial. He was nailed to a cross between two thieves. 
While He was dying, His executioners gambled for the on- 
ly piece of property He had on earth, and that was His 
coat. When He was dead, He was laid in a borrowed grave 
through the pity of a friend. 


Nineteen wide centuries have come and gone, and to- 
day He is the central figure of the human race and the 
Leader of the column of progress. 


I am far within the mark when I say that all the arm-

ute ago that I have become a kind of part of these 

annual state camp meetings that you have. I have 
just about decided that you had better not try to hold 
one without me in the future. We may just pass some 
kind of law against it if you do, because I want you to 
keep inviting me. I’m going to come back. It’s great to 
be with you. 

I have a very healthy respect, not only for your Church, 
but also those of your leaders whom I know and those 
of you whom I know. I want to tell you that it grows 
and grows as time goes by. You might not know it, but 
there are young people in Tennessee today who have 
fallen into the paths of sin and despair largely, many of 
them, because of things beyond their control, but who 
are leading better lives. There are convicts who were 
criminals and who now are ex-criminals who have given 
their hearts to God because Brother Marshall Roberson 
(pastor of the Church of God, Meridian Street, Nash- 
ville) has been working day and night with them ever 
since I got to be Governor. I want to thank you of this 
Church for making him and as much of his time avail- 
able for the work we are doing as you have. I'll tell 
you, folks, the governor can do a lot, but somebody’s got 
to go out there and talk to these people about their souls 
and lead them to the altar. I want to thank you publicly 
tonight for making a man with vision and service like 
Marshall Roberson available, not to me, but available to 
the people of Tennessee who need him most—the ones 
the Master would refer to as the least of these among us. 
I am very, very grateful to you. 


‘THERE ARE many things I should like to say 
to you tonight, but I’m not here to discuss politics except 
of one variety. I am going to discuss with you for a few 
minutes, not as Governor but as a fellow citizen, the 
greatest words ever written. They are the words that 
were recorded in a group of books which were bound into 
one and are referred to as the Holy Bible. I am going to

discuss with you for a few minutes the greatest Leader 
of all times. No one knows whether or not He was a 
Democrat, a Republican, or an Independent, but one 
thing we do know and that is that He lived a life of serv- 
ice. At the approximate age some of you and I have al- 
ready lived, after He had passed His one score years and 
ten but had not yet reached two score years, He was 
called back home by His Father, the Father of all. When 
you stop and think tonight about the service Jesus of 
Nazareth gave in a few short years, when you stop and

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think about the abuse He took, when you stop and think 
about the lies they told on Him, when you stop and 
think about the things they said about Him, when you 
stop and think about the discourtesy, the lack of courtesy, 
and the way they treated Him, when you stop and think 
about the fact that they persecuted Him, prosecuted Him, 
crucified Him, all because He dared to go out and raise 
the dead, all because He dared to go out and extend help 
to the afflicted, all because He dared to go out and let 
the blind to see, all because He dared to go out and let 
the cripple walk, all because He dared to go out and 
feed those who could not be fed otherwise, all because 
He dared to go out and give hope to the hopeless, happi- 
ness to the distressed, and give all of the people of the 
world an opportunity to have everlasting life. Because 
He did these things they persecuted Him, prosecuted Him, 
gave Him an unjust trial, hung Him between two thieves 
on a cross, and Pontius Pilate went back home that night 
and stood there over that washbowl and attempted to 
wash the blood of the Man from his hands; and though 
there was no blood actually on them, he could not wash 
the blood from his hands because he could not wash 
his hands of that affair. 


So tonight I want to ask you this. I’m not a minister 
of the gospel. I have never felt the call to preach. There 
have been a bunch of people who have made fun of me 
and tried to say that I was a “Bible-toting governor.” 
Well, I'll tell them this—when a man quits “toting” 
that Bible, you had better start asking yourself whether 
he is still fit to be governor or not. I don’t stand up here 
with any holier-than-thou attitude. A man doesn’t live or 
breathe who ever heard me describe myself as a good 
man, but I hope I am a good man; I hope I will be 
found good. A man doesn’t live or breathe that ever 
heard me say that I was any better than anybody else 
who ever walked, but I hope this—I hope that when they 
finally write the record and judge me that they will find 
I’ve done a better job than a lot of people I know of who 
are living by that title. Whether I have or not is not for 
me to say, but I’ll tell you this tonight, if we haven’t, if 
we know down in our heart we haven’t, time is running 
out on us and we had better start finding out what the 
Ten Commandments mean. We had better start remem- 
bering the Ten Commandments is something more than 
something to be learned in school, recited in Sunday 
School, read to the children, and then forgotten when 
you go about your work six days during the week. The 
Ten Commandments is something you had better start 
remembering, so should I. The Ten Commandments is 
something we had better start living by—all of us. The 
Ten Commandments is something that lays down the 
law, the law and the gospel, the principle, the constitu- 
tion of the Christian faith. 

Ladies and gentlemen, tonight we live in an atomic 
era when it looks as if all around us people are suffering 
from an intellectual collapse. They know more about 
science than they ever knew before. They know more 
about how to do the things that have never been done 
before, but they forget that there is within the Holy 
Bible the same words that were put there from the day 
of Moses right on through the end of the New Testa- 
ment. They forget that those words that are there to- 
night are the same words that were there for your fore- 
fathers, and mine, and they haven’t been able to improve 
on them one bit. We build fancier buildings, we have 
better means of communication, we drive higher-powered 
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cars, we wear finer clothes, and we eat more delicious 
dinners perhaps than we have ever known before, but 
we have not been able to improve one word upon the 
Holy Bible. The time has come when you and I are going 
to have to decide whether or not we are going to live 
and abide by it or whether or not we are going to live 
without it and die without the opportunity that the Bible 
holds forth. 

You know, as I go over the State as Governor, I have 
become quite concerned from time to time. I’m not so 
concerned as to whether people are voting one way or 
another; the Lord’s will will be done if we will stand up 
and do what we should. As long as we are right, we don’t 
have to worry about how things are going to turn out. 
We don’t always know what’s best. The thing is to be sure 
you are right. But there is something that concerns me; 
there is something I am worried about. I’m worried about 
people, people who look just like you. I’m not here to 
pat anybody on the back tonight. I’m not here to tell 
you that you are the best person in the world. I’m not 
here to tell you that you’re not the best. I’m here to tell 
you that there are two people who know. You are one 
of them, and the Lord God Almighty is the other one. 
You may be fooling yourself and your governor, but you 
are not fooling the Almighty God. 

He knows. He knows the heart, and your heart beat. 
He knows what is in your mind and your conscience. He 
knows you are here tonight, and He knows whether you 
are here because you did not have any other place to go, 
or He knows whether you are here to worship God. He 
knows whether you pray in sincerity, or He knows wheth- 
er you pray in order for other people to see you pray. 
He knows whether or not I am trying to be a good gov- 
ernor. He knows whether or not within my heart there 
is ambition which He cannot condone. He knows all 
about both of us, and the thing that worries me is the 
number of persons who are sitting in the pews of the 
churches on Sunday talking about how we have got to 
live by the Bible and will walk into the governor’s office 
on Monday and ask for some favor that they decry as 
not being fair or honest for the other man but which 
they want you to make an exception in their case. Ladies 
and gentlemen, let me say this to you. If I have got any- 
thing that I am able to do for you as Governor, if it is 
wrong to do it for the man down the street, it’s wrong 
to do it for you. If it is wrong to do it for somebody else, 
then, it can’t be right in your case. Ladies and gentle- 
men, we are all children of God, and we should give 
unto God those things which belong to Him. That’s our 
allegiance from our souls, and once we’ve done that, 
once we’ve turned our hearts and souls over to God, we 
can’t be false to ourselves and other men. Did you know 
that? 

Why, a lot of people say, “I’m going to try to be a good 
citizen. Well, I’m going to try to be a good Christian. I’m 
going to give my heart to God.” Well, I don’t see any use 
in running two miles if you can do it all in one, do you? 
If you come down to this altar and if you are sincere 
and if you do what you are supposed to do, ladies and 
gentlemen, you'll be a good citizen. I am going to say 
this to you tonight—no matter whether you are a mem- 
ber of one political party or another, no matter whether 
you are for one candidate or another within your party, 
no matter whom you are for, that includes all of us, 
you’re not living up to your duty as a Christian citizen

is an undeveloped colony 297,735 square miles in 

extent with a European population of 48,910 and a 
native population of 5,644,740. This country is a hunter’s 
paradise with big game; such as, elephant, lion, and hip- 
po being plentiful. To us who are saved, there is some- 
thing more important than a hunter’s paradise. In this 
territory there are still millions who are waiting for a 
light to guide them to eternity—that light is the gospel 
message of Jesus and His saving power. 

According to Portuguese law, no person other than a 
Portuguese national is allowed to preach the gospel to the 
natives of this territory. This restriction is accompanied 
by many disabilities which certainly hamper the work 
from an organizational point of view, but 


P ORTUGUESE East Africa, known as Mozambique,

and this fact inspires us with renewed courage and zeal 
to spread the gospel. The old adage “you only miss the 
water when the well runs dry” is, indeed, a most apt 
application in this colony. Freedom of religion in Portu- 
guese East Africa is not freedom of religion in the United 
States of America, and I implore you, dear American 
brethren, to value this freedom and make the utmost use 
of the privileges which are associated with such freedom. 

Brother Joubert and I had occasion to visit our brother 
in charge of the work, a Portuguese national. We are not 
permitted to preach to the natives. It had been arranged 
that I should meet Brother Joubert at Kaapmuiden, a sta- 
tion about 125 miles from Lourenco Marques. Our train 
was delayed, owing to the failure of an opposing train on 
the mountain pass. The journey, however, was not tedious, 
for the grandeur of God’s creation in the line of scenery 
in the Easter Transvaal is a source of inspiration to all 
those who love the Creator. 

Having traversed approximately 200 miles of the High- 
veld’s undulating plains, the train rapidly descended to 
the Lowveld on a very tortuous line—a descent of 782 feet 
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Visit

in nine miles. The railway line is a masterpiece of en- 
gineering, having been built on the extreme edge of awe- 
inspiring perpendicular cliffs. To ensure the safety of the 
track, concrete abutments have had to be placed at in- 
tervals along these cliffs. 

At Kaapmuiden Brother Joubert and Evangelist Amon, 
a Shangaan, had been patiently waiting for me. Having 
partaken of some lovely refreshments at the home of 
Brother Laurie Wiid—dear children of God—we proceeded 
to cover the next 125 miles by motorvan to Lourenco 
Marques. Here the country is flat and the road cuts 
through typical South African bush where lions are not 
far to seek. It was a hot day, and my feet ached from the 
heat of the engine. Raging bush fires next to the road 
added to our discomfort, but except for tiredness we suf- 
fered no ill effects. 

At about midnight we concluded our business with the 
Portuguese brethren. Thereafter, Brother Lopes, the sta- 
tion master, invited us to his home for a time of fellow- 
ship. This dear brother certainly had some inspiring ex- 
periences to relate to us. 

We thanked God for his hospitality. We proceeded to 
our hotel, and after a refreshing bath, we turned into 
bed at 2:00 a.m. These Pentecostal folks do keep late 
hours, and why not, if it is for the sake of the kingdom? 
We kept late hours more frequently when we were serving 
the devil. 

After four and a half hours’ sleep, the next morning at 
7:00 a.m. we were terminating certain issues with the lo- 
cal secretary of our work. 

God has certainly blessed us with good workers. Brother 
Joubert, although a building contractor, devotes all his 
spare time and some of his work time to the work of the 
Lord. Prior to his conversion, this dear brother was a ter- 
ror to natives. Without the slightest provocation, he would 
assault them. Now that his soul has been saved, his hatred 
has turned into love. For educational and religious pur- 
poses, he has taken a young pickaninny under his wing. 
Time and money are not spared by Brother Joubert as 
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far as the evangelization of the Bantu is concerned. Here 
is a direct challenge to atheists, agnostics, free thinkers, 
and even certain psychologists—can their creeds turn the 
hatred of the human heart to that of love and joy? We 
say emphatically not! The only One who can change the 
human heart is its Creator—God. God bless this dear 
brother. 


While traveling with our Shangaan evangelist, Brother 
Amon, I had a very interesting chat with him. One day 
he prayed for Brother Lopes, station master of Lourenco 
Marques. Brother Lopes had suffered for twenty years 
with a stomach complaint alleged to be dysentery. He had 
to have a special diet. In addition, he suffered from weak 
eyes and had to wear spectacles. His heart was so bad 
that he could not climb more than a few steps at a time 
without taking a rest. Brother Amon prayed for Brother 
Lopes in the name of Jesus, and he is now completely 
healed. Brother Lopes has confirmed this testimony to 
me personally. Praise God! He also prayed for four lep- 
rous natives, in one case the fingers and a small portion 
of the face had been eaten away. Three of these natives 
have been healed of their leprosy, new skin has grown 
over the affected parts. To God be all the glory! The 
fourth native has left the district, his healing can there- 
fore not be established. 


One day while Brother Amon was busy baptizing candi- 
dates in a river he had an experience which terrified 
those in attendance on the river bank. He was just about 
to baptize a girl in her teens when suddenly

approximately four yards in front of him. The atmos- 
phere became electrified with an awesome silence. Only 
those who are acquainted with the cunning and treacher- 
ous situation in which the evangelist and candidate founda 
themselves. The scriptural injunction “Watch and pray” 
was certainly complied with in the absolute literal sense 
of the word that day. Special emphasis being laid on the

“Watch” aspect. The natives and all big hunters know 
that the crocodile, although an amphibious animal, can 
attack more successfully in water than on land. Even 
if it does attack its victim on land, the body is dragged to 
the water for drowning purposes. Very often the croco- 
dile never feeds on its prey immediately, but keeps the 
body of the victim submerged in a cavity of the river 
bank or under the roots of an old tree in the river, until 
putrefaction sets in, thereafter the decomposed body is 
devoured. 

The evangelist had the God-given presence of mind to 
keep calm. Facing the crocodile, he turned the girl’s back 
to this hideous brute that she might not see it and panic. 
As he submerged the candidate the crocodile submerged. 
The apprehension of those on the river bank now reached 
its climax. Was the crocodile taking advantage of the 
favourable position to grasp its victim under the water? 
Would the evangelist hang on to the girl and both be 
dragged to a drowning death? In the natural turn of 
events there were reasonable questions and could be an- 
swered in the positive, but we have a great God who is 
victorious over all His enemies. Hallelujah! 


The candidate emerged unscathed, unaware of her nar- 
row escape. The crocodile? Well, having witnessed a pen- 
tecostal baptism, he emerged several yards downstream. 
The crowd? Seeing the crocodile emerge downstream, 
they burst into rejoicing, praising the Lord for the won- 
derful deliverance of the girl and the evangelist. We also 
praise God for His protecting hand. Hallelujah! 


Does it pay to support missions? Of course, it does. Had 
the Gospel not reached Brother Amon, the evangelist, he 
may not have been saved, with resultant loss to the king- 
dom. Can the grand work he is doing in getting souls 
saved and bodies healed be assessed in terms of dollars? 
Never, never! for nothing eternal can be assessed in terms 
of the material. 

All glory and honor to the name of Jesus!

if you are not registered and if you do not go to the polls 
to vote. Because I tell you this, folks, the people who run 
these outlaw establishments and the people who try to 
bring in these gangster and racketeer and outlaw ele- 
ments to Tennessee, don’t you fool yourself, they are go- 
ing to try to help run your government. Now you can 
just make up your mind whether you want them to 
speak for you or not. I’ll guarantee you the Lord God 
Almight does not want elements of that type speaking 
for Him. 


You’ve got to make up your mind, friends, whether 
you are going to step up and be heard, too. The time 
has come when you can’t stand up and say you are 
standing up for God then sit down and say you're sitting 
down as a good citizen. You don’t have to be for one 
candidate or another, but I’ll tell you this—you’ve got to 
stand up for something. If you don’t stand up, you’re 
going to place a black mark beside your name. You know 
the way I think that you can do the best job—here’s 
what I will tell you—if you will come down to this altar 
and do what you should and give your heart to God in 
sincerity, then, if you will do that, you’ve got it made, 
because the Lord will show you the way. And He’ll get 
you on the right path, and that doesn’t mean that He 
will get you into the paths of any particular individ- 
ual, but it does mean that He’ll get you on the right 
path, because the Lord knows the way. 


Ladies and gentlemen, tonight there is a great feeling 
on the part of a lot of people that they have been neg- 
lected, and they are right. Because there are a lot of 
people who don’t know what it is to feel the touch of 
your hand in theirs. There are a lot of people who live 
and walk in the paths that the Master sought out in or- 
der to help them. They have only you to look to for 
help. I don’t see how you and I can be happy as individ- 
uals and as citizens who claim they are trying to lead 
Christian lives if we don’t look out for the mentally ill. 
I don’t see how you and I can let people go to the peni- 
tentiary and live there and die there without having 
someone to talk to them about their souls. I don’t see 
how you and I can let children go to reform schools, 
keep them there a while and send them out without any 
hope of anybody to help them in the future. Unless we 
know that we are going to do something to try to help 
them, ladies and gentlemen, we are not doing our duty 
as Christian citizens. So tonight my plea to you is this 
first of all, if you give your heart to God, you can’t help 
but be a good Christian citizen. 


If you will walk to the altar and kneel, you will stand 
up and work for good citizenship. If you’ll sing the 
praises of the Lord, you will recite the Declaration of 
Independence and all that followed, the Bill of Rights, 
et al., with a new fervor that you never had before. 

I wonder tonight how many of us have ever made any 
real sacrifice for God. We sit back and pat ourselves on 
the back in piety and wonder whether or not we are ever 
going to get a break in life. But I wonder how those early 
forefathers of ours felt when they had to exercise the 
faith they did to leave their homes behind and put their 
belongings in a little old boat that you wouldn’t cross the 
Mississippi River in, nor would I, and head out across a 
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wild and uncharted sea to land on a rough, rocky, and 
barren shore, and when they got over here, have to live 
among the savage warriors of the forest and the freez- 
ing nights of endless winter in order to do what?—in 
order to show that they had hope, that they could estab- 
lish religious freedom. And you’re exercising it tonight 
because they had hope. 


I wonder what kind of faith old Daniel must have had 
when he went into that lions’ den knowing that those 
lions were hungry and that he was doing it because he 
had publicly defied the decree of King Darius of the Per- 
sians and that he publicly prayed to his God. But he 
went into that lions’ den because Daniel knew some- 
thing that the others did not know. Daniel knew that the 
same Man, the same God who made him, made those 
lions, that He could take their appetites away from them 
just as easily as anything. And the king spent a sleepless 
night because he was worried about eternity, but old 
Daniel wasn’t worried. The next morning Daniel was 
able to say, “Why, King, everything is all right on this 
end; how is it on your end?” He came out unharmed 
and unafraid, because he had faith, didn’t he? Oh, I 
wonder how much charity the Master must have had 
when He let them spit upon Him and scourge Him and 
mock Him and place a crown upon His head—a crown 
of thorns—and a spear in His side. And when He asked 
for water they gave Him vinegar; then they crucified 
Him and as He hung on a cross between two common 
thieves, He looked toward heaven and said, “Father, for- 
give them for they know not what they do.” What charity 
He must have known. That is above and beyond you and 
me. 

I tell you this, folks, I want you to begin standing up 
on your feet, showing your hope, and exercising charity 
as Christian citizens of the greatest country with which 
God ever blessed the people of the whole world. Why, 
look what old Moses did! You know he must have had a 
lot of courage himself, and he must have known that 
God had put a lot on him. He’ll ask a whole lot, but 
He’ll never ask anything that is unreasonable. You know 
what Moses did? It must have been hard for him to turn 
his back on the glory of Egypt as he did, turning around 
there and facing the wilderness, almost certain death 
and poverty that he had before him in order to serve 
his people. You know what Moses did, he did it, and I 
believe tonight that he understands and is pretty well 
satisfied, don’t you? It must have taken a whole lot more 
than you and I will ever understand for Joseph to do 
what he did. Ah, he was the young hero of his day when 
he defied conventions as he did and was lied about by 
that miserable woman. Oh, Joseph stood up and was 
counted. I’ll assure you today that he understands, don’t 
you? It must have taken a lot for Job, that sage man 
from the land of Uz, to do what he did and sit on a pile 
of ashes. And as he sat there scraping his sores with a 
piece of broken saucer, have his wife to come by like she 
did and tell him, “You ought to curse God and die,” 
and have his friends tell him, “You’re the biggest sinner 
out of hell; that’s why you suffer so.” I imagine old Job 
understands and knows that his patience was well spent 
and that today he understands, don’t you? What do you 
think Paul must have thought, Paul who was willing to 
seal his life’s testimony with his own life’s blood, as he 
witnessed for Christ, but Paul did so. I believe tonight, as 
he looks down from his sacred position, he is bound to 
understand and say well done. We could go back through 
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the ages and pick out those patriots and saints who 
were willing to stand up and offer their lives in order 
to sing a song for God and stand up and testify. But we 


don’t have to go back; you’ve got your chance right now. 


I'll tell you this, folks, you can sit back if you want to, 
you can do all you want to, you can be pious if you want 
to, but the Lord God Almighty knows what’s in your 
hearts tonight, and He knows what is in my heart. 
There’s going to come a judgment day when He is not 
going to ask, “Were you Governor of Tennessee, or a 
minister of the Church of God, or a member, or what?” 
He’s going to call out your name—you’re going to say, 
“Lord, I was a Christian, and I’m here, Lord, to witness 
for you.” He’s going to ask, “Are you the same one who 
sat back and let the mentally ill go without care? Are 
you the same one who let the children go to the reform 
schools in the first place and then didn’t help them to 
rehabilitate themselves into something?” He is going to 
ask, “Are you the same one who held on to those dollars 
I made available to you and you didn’t even give a tenth 
of them to carry on My work?” He’s going to ask, “Are 
you the same one who sat back and listened to idle 
words and gossip to repeat about your neighbor com- 
pletely overlooking the fact that if it were a lie you ought 
not to repeat it, and if it were the truth, you ought to 
go to him and talk to him about his soul?” He’s going 
to ask, “Are you the same one who sat back and let the 
least of these among us, the children of whom His only 
Son spoke, go without the care and attention they need- 
ed? If you are, my friend, you should have stood up 


and testified for Me, and because you did not, I shall 
change your name and let you spend eternity where you 
have always feared but where you never thought you 
would go.” 


Ladies and gentlemen, there’s a heaven and there’s a 
hell. It doesn’t make any difference whether you are 
governor or what you are, you and I are both going to 
stand before the judgment bar of God. When we stand 
there, God is not going to ask me how many votes I got, 
but He is going to ask me whether I talked to anybody 
about his soul. He is not going to ask me whether I 
thought I was a good Christian; He is going to tell me 
whether I was a good one. He is not going to ask me what 
I said or did; He is going to tell me what I did. I’m telling 
you tonight, not as your Governor but as a fellow citizen 
invited here to speak to you, there are certain things I 
can do and there are certain things you can do that 
are in the interest of the Lord God Almighty and for the 
good of mankind. I hope and pray tonight that you will 
sit up and serve that which should be served, that you'll 
join hands with me and help me, and when you find me 
at a point where you think I’m not doing that, you 
ought not to join hands with me or with any other man. 
The best thing is to stand up for Jesus and do what we 
did one year ago when I came in here and told you re- 
gardless of what people say, this young governor is go- 
ing to keep on raising his arms toward heaven, saying, 
“Precious Lord, take my hand; lead me on, Lord, lead 
me on.” Thank you, good night, and God bless you each 
and everyone.

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ASSEMBLIES OF GOD IN ITALY 
TAKES HISTORIC COURT 
ACTION ‘ 


ROME, Italy, (Ep) The Assemblies 
of God in Italy have appealed to the 
Council of State to force action by 
the Ministry of the Interior on their 
request for official recognition, which 
has been before the ministry for four 
years. The Council of State is the ap- 
pelate court for review of administra- 
tive matters. This is the first time it 
ever has been asked to consider charg- 
es brought against a government de- 
partment by a religious body. 

Attorneys for the Assemblies assert- 
ed that the ministry’s failure to act 
upon the request, or reply to repeated 
renewals of it, “tacitly implies an un- 
motivated refusal” to grant recogni- 
tion to the group. This, they said, is 
a violation of 1930 laws granting non- 
Catholic groups the right to seek and 
obtain legal recognition, and of Arti- 
cles VIII and XIX of Italy’s postwar 
Constitution which set forth princi- 
ples of freedom and worship. 

In ey. tigger ong counsel said 
that, while the State has the power 
to grant legal recognition to non- 
Catholic groups, it is not obligated to 
do so. The counsel argued that since 
no agreement defining the relation- 
ship between the State and non- 
Catholic communions (as is called for 
in Article VIII) has yet been reached, 
“existing laws and regulations must 
be considered valid.” The action of 
the Assemblies of God may force the 
Italian government to draw up an 
agreement defining its relationship 
with Non-Catholic religious bodies.

GRAND RAPIDS, Michigan (EP) 
The Zondervant Publishing Company, 
Grand Rapids 6, Michigan, has an- 
nounced excellent progress on an 
evangelical version of the Old Testa- 
ment now in process of being trans- 
lated, to be made available to the pub- 
lic in 1955. A scholarly and expert staff 
of Hebrew scholars is working individ- 
ually on the project with Rev. Gerrit 
Verkuyl, Ph.D., Berkeley, California, 
New Testament Fellow of Princeton, 
as editor. 

Among the outstanding features of 
this forthcoming Old Testament 
translation are:

footnotes. 

2. Maps on pages where events are 

related. 
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3. Dates of events given as ac- 
curately as research can make 
possible. 

4. The most up-to-date, readable, 
modern English translation. 

5. The translators are making use 
of previous translations, but are 
not bound or hindered by any of 
them. 

6. This is not a revised version—it 
is a new translation from the best 
available original manuscripts. 

The tremendous reception given the 

Berkeley Version of the New Testa- 
ment, translated and edited by Rev. 
Verkuyl, is definite evidence that in 
the evangelical field scholars are look- 
ing for new and fresh translations 
rather than revised versions of already 
extant translations. 


YOUTHS HELD IN “Thrill” 
BOMBINGS 


BETHESDAY, Maryland (EP) Three 
youths from well-to-do families were 
held by county authorities today in 
what police called the breakup of a 
“thrill” bombing out-break that had 
terrorized the fashionable Bethesda- 
Chevy Chase suburban area on the 
outskirts of Washington. Two more 
were freed under bond of $2,000 each 
and three others were released to their 
parents. Police said they expected 
seven to ten additional arrests of teen- 
agers believed to have been minor 
participants in the series of blasts. 


1953 BIG YEAR FOR BIBLES 


NEW YORK (EP) The year 1953 was 
a fruitful one in the work of the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society, reports 
the Society. At the dawn of its third 
Jubilee, the Society has been engaged 





in preparing new Scriptures in 217 
languages during the year just ended, 
not including its usual large volume 
of reprints in many tongues. The 
Society dealt with forty-five entirely 
new languages in which the Scriptures 
are being published for the first time. 
These are: twelve languages in Afri- 
ca; five in South America; fifteen in 
Asia; thirteen in Oceania. 


Thirty-three New Testaments, ap- 
pearing for the first time, which are 
nearing completion are: Seventeen 
for Africa; three for South America; 
five for Asia; eight for Oceania. There 
are also ae oa complete Bibles 
in hand (to be published for the first 
time as complete Bibles). They are: 
twenty-seven for Africa, nine for Asia; 
two for Oceania. 


TEACHER SHORTAGE 


The National Education Association 
has reported an “alarming” drop in 
prospective high school teachers at a 
time when a “sensational” rise in high 
school enrollment was expected. In 
it annual nation-wide survey, it found 
that 50,000 new high school teachers 
and 85,000 new elementary teachers 
would be needed this fall. It concluded 
that “many thousands of children are 
being denied a fair educational op- 
portunity.” 


A Senate investigation of crime and 
horror-type comic books was resumed 
in New York June 4 and 5, Senator 
Robert C. Hendrickson announced. 
Plans also were announced to investi- 
gate the impact of radio and TV crime 
programs on juvenile minds. Senator 
Hendrickson said his group had re- 
ceived “a flood of mail from irate 
parents,” protesting crime television 
programs. 


World beer consumption soard to 
over six billion gallons in 1953—the 
highest figures in years—according to 
a Reuters news report. Americans 
made the greatest advance during the 
year. In the last ten years United 
States consumption of beer has in- 
creased twenty-five per cent. In Cana- 
da it has doubled. The report said if 
all the beer drunk in 1953 were to flow 
over Niagara Falls at the rate water 
does, it would take one hour and four- 
teen minutes.

I belong to 
the Church of God in —- 
Since being in the Army, the dear 
Lord has led me through many val- 
leys of trials, for which I do praise 
Him. I was called to Korea in 1950, 
and was captured by the Communist 
forces early in that same year. I re- 
turned to our blessed homeland Sep- 
tember, 1953. 


My, it was such a heart-breaking 
experience to see sO many boys 
snatched into eternity without Christ. 
Surely someone will have to answer 
for not getting the Word to those 
precious boys. I feel that we as Pen- 
tecostals have not awakened to the 
great need of the boys in uniform. 
Oh, there is so much to be done! 
Since coming here in February, I have 
witnessed at least ten deaths as the 
fruits of sin. Who is going to be will- 
ing to go and give the gospel, or are 
we going to continue letting these 
boys go into eternity without an op- 
portunity to hear the gospel? Oh, if 
we could get a real Christian family 
who would answer the call and come 
to the battlefield, there would be so 
many souls won for Christ. 


I have prayed for, discussed, and so 
forth, a Christian men’s service home 
where meals could be served, a place 
where they could come to write home 
while on pass, and a place where reg- 
ular services could be held at night. 
There are thousands of boys stationed 
in Germany, as well as other places, 
yet, where do they have to go while 
on pass? Still we wonder why so many 
drift from the teaching received at 
home. The guys get homesick, and 
nine out of ten wind up in these dives 
and sinful places. 


We have thought of letting the 
Christian boys here organize and set 
up such a home, but by the time we 
would get it going it would be time to 
go home. If we could only get an “on- 
fire Christian couple,” surely their la- 
bor would gain untold fruits. The only 
thing we can do is to continue to pray. 
Hope there can be something you can 
do in getting this urgent appeal to the 
churches. Oh, may every mother who 
has a son in Service stay upon her 
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knees in prayer so that God will move 
in a mighty way. Just pray that there 
will be a couple who will answer the 
call. The harvest is ripe and ready to 
harvest. Are we going to continue to 
sleep and let these souls slip in to eter- 
nity? ; 

Truly, we need much prayer. God 
has been blessing the small group of 
Christians. I know He is able to move 
in a mighty way if we stay humble 
to His will.
